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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant incorporates the limitations of 
dependent claims 5 and 9 into independent claim 1 and incorporates the limitations of dependent claim 17 into independent claim 10. 
Applicant also argues that the 35 USC 103(a) rejection of claim 19 is improper. However, the claim 19 and the proposed amendments to 
claims 1 and 10 does not teach over the combination of the Hendrickson et al. reference in view of the Dodge reference, as set forth in 
the previous Office Action. Applicant argues that the Dodge reference fails to teach a leg support that pivots automatically at the knee 
joint of a user as the seat back reclines. However, the Dodge reference teaches all the structural limitations of the leg support and seat 
tray and provides sufficient motivation to modify the teachings of the Hendrickson et al. reference. Therefore, the automatic pivoting 
relationship of the leg support relative to the seat tray must be an inherent feature in the teachings of the Dodge reference. If new and 
nonobvious structural features of the leg support and/or seat tray of the instant application provide for the automatic pivoting of the leg 
support, then the structural features must be recited in the claims or the claims may be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. With respect to Applicant's argument regarding the limitations of claim 6, the 
Hendrickson et al. referecence shows that the seat back is caused to pivot at a seat tray at pivot 30 shown in Figure 3. In response to 
Applicant's argument regarding claims 7, 8, 15, and 16, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a 
structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim.. 
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
